£‘  I  have  many  cafes  of  extraordinary  cures  regidered  in  my  note-book,  but  have  not 
time  at  prefent  to  tranfcribe  more  than  the  following.  This  you  have  verbatim,  as  mi¬ 
nuted  down  at  the  time. 

Case. — Violent  Contvjions.  “  Sept,  id,  1800  :  I  was  this  morning  folicited,  as  an  abf  of 
charity,  by  a  lady  of  great  humanity  in  this  city,  to  vifit  Richard  Southwood,  a  poor  boy 
of  St.  Thomas’s  Pariffi,  twelve  years  of  age,  who,  four  hours  and  a  half  before,  had  been 
ran  over  by  an  empty  cart,  drawn  by  three  horfes.  Five  hours  elapfed  from  the  time  the 
accident  happened  before  I  could  reach  the  place.  Found  the  child  in  bed,  but  nothing 
had  been  done  for  him.  By  examining  the  parts,  as  well  as  by  the  accounts  of  perfons 
who  witnefled  the  accident,  I  found  the  wheel  had  paffed  over  both  his  legs  :  the  right 
leg,  about  the  malleolus  externus ;  and  the  left,  about  an  inch  and  a  half  under  the  knee. 
However  drange  it  may  appear,  neither  of  his  legs  were  broken ;  but  both  were  much 
tumefied  and  inflamed.  The  {kin  was  abraded,  and  there  appeared  an  efFufion  of  blood 
to  fome  didance  around  the  parts.  The  pul{e  wts  quickened,  the  {kin  very  hot  and  dry, 
and  the  child  complained  of  great  third.  This  was  a  cafe  in  which  I  had  long  wiffied  to 
try  the  effebf  of  the  Trabfors  ;  1  began  the  operation  by  drawing  them  over  the  right  leg 
twenty^five  minutes,  when  the  child  exclaimed,  “  I  am  eafier ;  this  is  not  fo  painful  as 
the  other  ;  though  jud  now  it  was  the  word.”
